Fr.-bnbly the most important addition 
to both the wholesale and retail market* 
within the past two week* is strawber¬ 
ries. Indications arc that there will Im- 
aii nbundnm-e of this fruit, ami that the 
price* will fall exceptionally low Ix-for© 
the end of the season. Not only dp the 
local gnnver© report particular!/ large 
crops but the fanners of iRuirnns aud 
other Island point* are shipping lterries 
in big quantities. It was owing to the 
continued shipment of berries from out¬ 
side places that the retail price, which 
usually remains at 1 !T> cent* a pound for 
,af feast several days, dropped suddenly 
from that figure to 13 on Monday, and to 
10 cents on 'Tuesday. 

In this connectlou it is interesting to 
note that there is a probability that a 
stronger tight than usual will take place 
brtWciHi wholesale merehant* for the 
central local trade this year. From 
• who* caa -be gathered on enterprising 
linn has scoured the first rudit to do bnsi- 
ne» with tb© majority of the most ex¬ 
tensive growers of the Island, and there¬ 
for© already tin.I k itself iu a position to 
dispose of the fruity wholesale, at prices 
ranging fyom 0 to 8 Cents n pound. 

To compete with this company, other 
wholesale merchants are uuderotood to 
be coiiteuiplating Lhe importation of fruit 
from the Hound. Thi*, however, wonld 
scarcely be sufficiently profitable, and it 
is therefore doubtful whether such a 
step will W taken. There aro now more 
berries on hand than can be conveniently 
d i aa Mu cd,a*L.. a aii ll m n a rkur J* 
to l»e seriously glutted a* the fruit j 
ripen*. 

Aprir.its are already arriving from 
California in considerable quantities. 
The last at tamer* to eome from the 
gouth brought consignment* for Victoria 
wholesalers, aud tin fruit is beiug sold 
at the rate of $1.30 per bog. , Small 
quantities may be purchased from -retail¬ 
ers at 1 «» cents per pound. 

There is also an exceptional fluctuation 
in the price* quoted for hay. oats, and 
other foodstuff*. This is attributed to 
the fact that’ the farmers of the Delta 
aud other Mainland agricultural districts 
have been holding back their lost year's 
«rops >n the comdaut hop© of securing 
better price*. A* the advance during the 
winter 'months lias not amounted to 
mu. ii. tho*© farmers now find themseivc* 
with a lot of marketable produce which 
iinic-t be dispose^ of bt‘fora th e present 
a<-a*ofi*» return* art* offered for gale.

When they did *o the 
Russian gunboat Bobr .Rfla taken to (ho 
head of IVienwan Bay, from whence 
she threw shells aero** the narrow neck 
of laud, killing hundreds of Japanese. 
The Russians suffered more from tho 
fire of the Japanese gunboats than from 
the artillery aud infantry fin*. 

The people of Port Arthur, the 1 Rus¬ 
sian merchant states, are confident snd 
ready for tlie final test of strength l»y tb« 
opposing armies. The town is quiet. 

All the soldiers have gone to the front. 
Thus far there have only been skirmishes 
lHl,ny " nd port Arthur. 

The Russian merchant stntcg that, aa 
far as he could see and learn, all the 
crippled Russian warships at Pori 
Arthnr, whit the exception of the battle¬ 
ship Pohieda, had boon repaired.
